The defense line ran between 
Plonsk and Pultusk, northwest 
and northeast of Warsaw, re- 
spectively.

The right wing of the Poles 
had been hammered back from 
Ciechanow, about 25 miles 
northwest of Pultusk, pivoting 


on. Plonsk. 

At one stage of the struggle the 
Poles were driven from Pultusk 
and the Germans threatened to turn 
the Polish flank and thrust on to 
the Vistula and Warsaw. Pultusk, 
however, was regained in the face 
of withering German fire. 


Officer Reports Poles Holding. 
A staff officer, slightly wounded, 
returned from the battle front and 
reported the Poles were staunchly 
holding the Plonsk-Pultusk line, 
beating off repeated German  at- 
tempts to break through. 

“The Poles are fighting like 
lions,” he said. 

The officer related that Germans 
with tank vanguards succeeded in 
piercing the line in several places 
but the defenders outflanked them 
and smashed the penetrating col- 
umns, destroying and capturing a 
considerable number of tanks.

than artillery. 

It is a good guess, however, that 
when the Poles fall back on fixed 
lines, their morale and fighting 
quality will stiffen, since aerial 
bombardment will become less ef- 
fective.

Story of Flight From War 


Miss Paula  Wilhelmi, 
Stranded in Paris With- 
out Funds, Describes 
Trying Experience 
Getting Home.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—The un- 
happy predicament of an American 
traveler temporarily stranded in 
Europe by the immediate prospect 
of war was vividly described today 
by Miss Paula Wilhelmi, St. Louis 
high school teacher, who was 
among the 1563 passengers arriving 
here today on the United States 
liner Manhattan from Havre, 
France. 

Miss Wilhelmi had visited Swit- 
zeriland this summer to attend the 
Geneva Institute Conference for 
education for peace and freedom. 
When the meeting ended and she 
prepared to embark for home she 
found herself in Cherbourg, France, 
‘awaiting a German boat that never 
arrived and without funds neces- 
sary to buy passage on another ves- 
sel, even had it been immediately 
available. 

Hansa Fails to Come In. 

With a group of fellow travelers, 
Miss Wilhelmi on Aug. 26 awaited 
the coming of the German liner 
\Hansa, on which they had booked 
|passage to the United States. All 
day they remained on a tender that 
(was to take them to the boat. Late 
in the afternoon they were advised 
to wait no longer, that the sailing 
had been canceled. 

“We immediately notified the 
American and British Consul,’ Miss 
Wilhelmi continued, “and early the 
next morning the British Consul 
'was at our quarters. We were told 
'to keep cool and that every effort 
would be made to get us quick book- 
ing. I was particularly concerned 
because I had to be back for the 
opening classes at Cleveland High 
School, where I am instructor in 
German. 

“Although war had not been de- 
clared, we knew—or thought we 
did—that there would be war. 
Everywhere we had been, in France 
and even in Switzerland, we found 
people grimly determined to resist 
Hitler, even though they were sad 
when they said they were ready. 
| Swiss citizens told us that they 
would not let Germany have a single 
peak of the Alps, even that which 
had been German, 
| Bound Together by Distress. 
| “At any rate, the mixed dozen of 
‘us who had sat on that tender, de- 
cided just as resolutely to find a 
‘way to get back to the United 
States. Among us were stranded 
students, a Benedictine monk, and 
a man who asserted that he was 
lone of the 10,000 Nazis in America. 
‘Bound together by a common dis- 
tress, h6wever, there was never an 
unpleasant word exchanged despite 
the differences in our views. 

“All of us being desperately short 
of money because funds had not 
reached us due to confused condi- 
tions, we sought inexpensive quar- 
ters and cheap places to eat. After 
a day or two we were advised to 
go to Paris. Once in Paris, we 
knew we were about to be involved 
in a war. The men were gone. 
Women were running street cars, 
little boys in uniform were direct- 
ing traffic. ‘ 

Crowds at Shipping Offices. 

“Of course, we started directly to 
canvass the shipping offices. They 
were crowded vith Americans, 
seeking a way home, and each hour 
the excitement increased. Lines of 
applicants for bookings were seven 
deep at some places. Due, I pre- 
sume, to lack of preparation for 
such a crusn, there was no sem- 
blance of order, and first come did 
not mean first served. 

“At the headquarters of the line 
of one neutral country, one of the 
employes would frequently emerge 
and shout to the crowd: (‘If you 
haven’t 210 American dollars in 
your pocket, please drop out of line.’ 
Beginning to realize we were real- 
ly stuck, many of us tried to pool 
resources so that those whose needs 
were most urgent might raise 
enough money to stay in line. 

“Time after time doors were 
slammed in our faces after hours 
of waiting and a curt announce- 
ment was made that everything 
was sold out. Meanwhile, at night,

“IT believe we saw everything that 
tourists are supposed to see in Paris. 
Despite our troubles, we really en- 
joyed the evenings. Finally we 
heard that the Manhattan was com- 
ing. But again it was a matter of 
money. I resorted to the woman's 
refuge—tears—and it worked. I 
wept out my plight to a French 
agent of the American Express Co. 
and he cashed my personal check 
and helped me arrange passage on 
the Manhattan.” 


Cot in the Lounge. 


Miss Wilhelmi hastened to La 
Havre to catch the boat. She 
found other Americans, among 
them Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Francis 
of St. Louis, also ready to jam 
aboard the liner. She found that 
her ‘cabin. reservation’ entitled her 
to a cot in the lounge on a deck 
of the boat, and that 84 other wom- 
en, their cots crowded close togeth- 
er, were her ‘cabin mates.’ 

Available to her and otners in th® 
dormitory was one wash room and 
two sinks. Clothing at first was 
folded and placed on the floor, then 
an ingenious passenger discovered 
it could be hung from chandeliers. 
Privacy was whatever the darkness 
afforded. The Manhattan left. the 
dock Aug. 31, picking up more 
passengers the same day at South- 
ampton. Next day, as Germany be- 
gan the invasion of Poland, a fi- 
nal stop was made at Cobh, where 
more passengers came aboard, 
crowding the vessel to the guards. 


Annoyances Turned Into Jests. 


“During the entire voyage, al- 
though our conditions were 
cramped and ordinary comforts 
neglected, there was not one crab 
or nuisance in the entire ‘dormi- 
tory,” Miss Wilhelmi continued. 
“It was a mixed group, possibly as 
many foreigners as Americans, to 
judge from accents, but everyone 
spoke in English. Our annoyances, 
instead of becoming more and more 
irritating were made the subject of 
jests.” 

Alarms and Life Boat Drills. 

“There was much discussion of 
the war among passengers when 
news of its breaking was received 
by radio and confirmed by ship bul- 
letin, but little apprehension was 
voiced as to the safety of the voy- 
age, even after the voyagers 
learned of the sinking of the 
Athenia. The first life boat drill 
was fully attended and considerable 
excitement prevailed, but many 
passengers ignored later calls. 

“Two incidents provided momen- 
tary alarm, however, for many on 
the boat. One night in mid-ocean 
a cry for help rang through the 
corridor, Passengers leaped to their 
feet to learn that water had 
rushed through some of the state- 
rooms through a hatch blown open 
by the wind. Shortly after that a 
minor fire broke out in the same 
corridor, presumably from wiring 
damaged by the water, and the pas- 
sengers within hearing of the com- 
motion again received a scare. 

The most impressive incident of 
the voyage for Miss Wilhelmi, how- 
ever, was the Sunday morning serv- 
ices held on the crowded deck, at 
which earnest prayers for early 
peace were offered. She is return- 
ing today to her home at 7369 Per- 
shing avenue, University City. 


COURT RULES AGAINST CITY 
ON 1940 RIVERFRONT TAXES 


U. S. District Judge Collet Finds 
No Just Claim Since June 16 
for Tracts Taken Over. 


United States District Judge John 
Caskie Collet ruled today that the 
City ef St. Louis has no just claim 
taxes payable in 1940 on the 
Jand in the riverfront Jefferson 
Memorial tract, title to which was 
taken by the Federal Government 
June 16 last. 


payable at the end of 1940 is on the 
valuation as of June 1, 1939. Judge 
Collet found, however,. that the tax 
levy for 1940 would not be com- 
pleted, under charter provisions, 
until after Jan. 1 next. He ruled 
also that delinquent tax penalties 
and interest due should not run 
after Aug. 31, 1939, the city’s repre- 
sentatives having suggested such 
a deadline. 
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The city is entitled to taxes up oct 


to June 16, Judge Collet ruled, and 
such payment will be made from the 
funds in Federal Court custody for 
the benefit of the former owners. 
In cases where occupancy of prop- 
erty has continued, by special per- 
mission, since June 16, tax liability 
will continue until the property is 
vacated, except that a 60-day period 
will be exempt, as that length. of 
time was granted to occupants to 
vacate. 

City officials had filed a claim 
for both the 1939 and 1940 taxes 
on the riverfront property. The 
claim for 1940 was based on the 
fact that the assessment for taxes 
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This was a preliminary, it was 
said, to Street’s asking the insur- 
ance executives to leave -the mat- 
ter in his hands, as he “could han- 
dle it.” 

The witness, W. Ross McCain of 
Hartford, head of the Aetna group 
of companies, said Street had 
called a meeting of some of the 
executives in Hartford, on May 3, 
1935, “to find out if we favored 
a compromise.” 

“He said he thought it could be 
compromised,” McCain testified. 

“He asked if we could be willing 
trust him. We said we were. Stree< 
said if we were going to compro- 
mise the case he would have to 
have some money.” 

McCain said that when Street 
was asked what he was going to 
use this money for, Street said it 
was for legal expense, that it might 
be necessary to employ some new 
counsel. 

Statement Promised Later. 

Street, as has been disclosed, held 
meetings in New York and Hart- 
ford on May 2 and 3, 1935, with 
about 12 or 14 of what he described 
as the “big boys” of the fire insur- 
ance business. At these meetings 
he raised the first $100,500 of the 
slush fund of about $460,000 that he 
collected from the 137 companies 
and used to produce the compro- 
mise through “Boss” T. J. Pender- 
gast of Kansas City and former 
State Insurance Superintendent R. 
Emmet O'Malley. 

McCain said Street gave no fur- 
ther explanation of what was to 
be done with the money, but as- 
sured the company executives “a 
full statement of it would be forth- 
coming later.” 

Counsel for the Missouri State In- 
surance Department, which brought 
about the reopening of the case for 
investigation, plan to question about 
nine witnesses in hearings today 
and on Monday before Paul V. Bar- 
nett of Kansas City, the special 
master. The Monday hearing is 
scheduled to be the final one, so 
far as the taking of testimony is 
concerned, 

Ray B. Duboc of Kansas City, 
president of the Western Fire 
Insurance Co., of Fort Scott, was 
the first witness today. 

Duboc testified his company had 
sent a check for $1696 to the late 
Charles R. Street of Chicago, April 
6, 1936, when Street asked for the 
amount. This represented 5 per 
cent of the amount Duboc’s com- 
pany had impounded in the fire rate 
suits in United States District 
Court here. 

Lawyers Wrangle Over Letter. 

Counsel for the Insurance De- 
partment and the companies 
wrangled at considerable length 
over the admissibility of a letter 
offered by the department with the 
purpose, according to former Judge 
Charles L. Henson, department 
counsel, of attempting to show that 
Robert J. Folonie of Chicago, for- 
mer chief counsel for the compa- 
nies, had more knowledge of the 
compromise negotiations in March, 
1935, than was indicated in Folo- 
nie’s testimony at a recent hearing 
in Chicago. 

The letter, in the nature of a 
report to Street, head of the com- 
mittee in charge of the litigation, 
was written in Chicago March 12, 
1935, and carried a_ signature: 
“Hicks and Folonie by R. J. Folo- 
nie.” 

Special Master Barnett, after con- 
sidering the three-page letter in 
detail, admitted only two sentences 
of it as evidence. They read as fol- 
lows: “The attorneys for the su- 
perintendent know all about your 
discussions with the superintendent 
and tried to talk to me about the 
subject. I avoided discussion and 
tried to leave the inference that 
I did not know about it without 
putting it into words.” 

Folonie testified in Chicago that 
Street had conducted the negotia- 
tions; that he told Folonie very lit- 
tle about it and had told him to 
keep his hands off the negotiations, 
Folonie said that he had regarded 
discussion of a settlement as mere 
talk until about 60 days before the 
settlement was effected, on May 
18, 1935. 

Question of Privilege. 

Counsel for the companies ob- 
jected to admission of any of the 
letter, on the ground it had no bear- 
ing on the matters in the inquiry 
and that it was a privileged com- 
munication between lawyer and cli- 
ent. The Insurance Department ob- 
tained the letter from files of the 
committee of which Street was 
head. Company counsel declared

Jessup did 
not destroy the letter. 

The letter directed Jessup to turn 
over to Gardner a check for $1335, 
representing an 11 per cent “divi- 
dend” on the Merchants’ impound- 
ed premiums and paid from an un- 
used portion of the nearly $3,000,000 
expense fund set up under the com- 
promise. Jessup was instructed to 
get from Gardner a check, made 
out to Street as agent, for 5 per 
cent of the company’s impound- 
ings, amounting to $699. 

“Tell him full statement will be 
rendered when this thing is out of 
the way,” Street’s letter to Jessup 
stated. Street’s letter also stated

RETAIL FOOD PRICES 
CONTINUE RISE HERE 


Sellout. in Sugar by Many 
Firms—Shortages in Flour 
and Corn Products. 


Retail prices of meats, sugar, 
flour and other foodstuffs con- 
tinued to advance today due to 
abnormally heavy buying and the 
effects of the European war on 
the markets. In many St. Louis 
wholesale and retail concerns sup- 
plies of sugar were exhausted yes- 
terday, with shortages reported in 
flour and corn products. 

Chain stores apparently have 
been hit hardest by a rush by 
housewives to lay in supplies of 
sugar. Several independent stores 
have applied measures reminiscent 
of the World Waf by limiting sales 
of sugar to as little as two pounds 
to a customer. Other retailers told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter they were 
advising customers against con- 
tributing to the rise in prices by 
unnecessarily heavy buying. 

Sugar Up 1 to 2 Cents. 

The retail price of sugar has ad- 
vanced from 1 to 2 cents a pound 
in the last week. Several brokers 
said only one or two wholesale con- 
cerns had any : s:ount of sugar left 
and that those firms were “ration- 
ing” it out to old customers. One 
wholesale executive expressed a 
hope that the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture would take immediate steps 
toward halting the “spectacular” 
rise in raw sugar prices. 

Meat prices advanced sharply yes- 
terday, following the increased 
prices paid for beef and hogs to 
farmers. A retail chain advanced 
the price of pork chops 5 cents. 
Lard in the last weex has advanced 
8 to 10 cents a pound. 

Retailers. said manufacturers of 
corn products were refusing to 
quote prices, an indication of in- 
creased prices for cereals, syrups 
and starch.

MYSTERY OVER STEPS 
TAKEN IN LONDON 


Complicated Question 
Arises Over Conditional 
Contraband Which Might 
Be Sent to Neutrals.

(Copyright, 1939.) 


LONDON, Sept. 7.—A number of 
tantalizing mysteries have cropped 
up in connection with the blockade 
which the British fleet apparently 
established against Germany at the 
e@utbreak of the war. 


In the first place, while this 
blockade apparently is regarded by 
the British as being legally in ef- 
fect, it is not known that it has 
as yet been officially announced to 
all Governments whose ships may 
be trading with Germany. Formal 
notification is one of the conditions 
to the establishment of a “legal 
blockade.” 

At the Ministry of Information, 
the source of all official news in 
London, it is apparently not known 
just what the real status is. 

Another very intriguing question 
arises in connection with the con- 
traband list which guides British 
naval officers in executing their 
blockade duties. This contraband 
list seems to have been formulated 
and has been communicated to the 
American Government, but it has 
not been communicated to other 
neutral Governments and it is be- 
ing kept a deep secret in London. 
Is it possible, for example, to send 
foodstuffs to Germany from the 
United States? Is it possible to 
send clothing? What rules apply 
to the trans-shipment of military, 
semi-military, and other goods to 
Germany through neutral coun- 
tries? 

Conditional Contraband. 

Is the British blockade an abso- 
lute blockade—does it prevent all 
goods from being sent to Germany? 

The most complicated question 
of all arises in connection with so- 
called “conditional contraband,” in 
othed words, goods of non-military 
character which, under certain cir- 
cumstances, may be adapted to 
military use. Ordinarily, in case of 
a blockade such conditional con- 
traband may not be shipped direct- 
ly to the enemy country—in this 
case to or from Germany—but it 
is not prevented from being shipped 
to a neutral country adjacent to 
the enemy state. Thus, such goods 
as leather, and silk might not be 
allowed to be sent to Germany 
through the blockade but might be 
allowed to be sent to Holland or 
Norway from which it could be re- 
shipped. On the other hand, abso- 
lute contraband generally is seized 
or stopped even though it is sim- 
ply being shipped to a neutral state 
adjacent to the enemy. Thus, in 
the present situation, shipments of 
gunpowder, copper, and _ nitrate 
might be stopped by the blockade 
on the way to Holland and Bel- 
gium. 

The list of conditional and abso- 
lute contraband will have an imme- 
diate bearing on the United States 
and all European neutrals despite 
an American embargo on ship- 
ment of absolute contraband direct- 
ly to the enemy. The trouble will 
arise over conditional contraband 
and if the United States maintains 
the attitude it adopted in 1914, 1915 
and 1916, then there will be much 
meat for discussion. 

Neutrals to Be Rationed.

Captured Polish Plans. 

It was authoritatively asserted 
that the accelerated speed, observ- 
able since Monday, with which Ger- 
man armies have been driving 
through Poland was due to the en- 
tire strategic defense plan of the 
Poles having fallen into German 
hands. 

Among the booty found when one 
entire Polish division surrendered, 
said a German informant, was an 
iron strong box, which contained 
plans for Poland’s defense in min- 
ute detail. 

The Germans were surprised, the 
informant related, when the Poles 
did not alter their strategy. 

Field Marshal Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering, chief of the air force, at 
1:45 p. m. issued an order of the 
day congratulating the air force on 
its victory in the east. 

His order reads: “Soldiers of the 
air force, after quick, annihilating 
blows, mastery of the air in the 
east is yours. 

“No enemy plane was able to 
touch the defense of German air 
space. You played an exceptional 
part in the advance of the German 
army by your faithful co-operation 
and quick, determined readiness to 
assume your share of the risks. 

“You have a right to be proud of 
your success. I thank you, and 
with me the German people, who 
now more than ever look upon their 
air force with unshakable confi- 
dence. Our Fuehrer and supreme 
commander is with you on the east- 
ern front. Under his eyes—for- 
ward.” 

Talking with military experts, 
one gained the impre-sion that Ger- 
man strategy had created three 
tig vises closing in on the Poles. 

First, Poznan was encircled so 
that it now is held by gigantie 
pincers which cut it off from 
Gdynia and the South 

No direct attack except by bomb- 
ers, concentrating on military ob- 
jectives, is being made on Warsaw, 
but agair German troops are trying 
to create a vise in which they can 
hold the capital. 

The strategy seems to be to cut 
each of these centers off from all 
supplies, then press the jaws of the 
vise closer and cle- in the hope 
of making the enemy capitulate 
without making necessary too much 
cestruction. 

Krakow also seems to have fallen 
by these tactics. Not even the 
Vistula bridges were destroyed be- 
fore Krakow was taken. 

Another Tenial on Athenia. 

The German naval supreme com- 
mand, once again in the most em- 
phatic terms, deniec that any Ger- 
man craft had anything to do with 
the sinking of the British liner 
Athenia. 

Every German naval craft, it is 
pointed out, has the strictest orders 
to proceed oniy in accordance with 
the practices of international law. 

At Duesseldorf and Cologne, re- 
turning travelers report, there have 
been several alarms anout approach- 
ing enemy planes, “ut the popula- 
tion was permitted to leave their 
anti-aircraft shelters soon and no 
planes appeared. 

Berlin received reports that the 
Polish Government had moved to 
Lublin, about 100 miles southeast 
of Warsaw, and military quarters 
predicted, after the “inevitable” oc- 
cupation of Warsaw, Lublin soon 
would be within cannon range. 

The German big guns were being 
dragged eastward by caterpillar 
trucks over the reugh Polish roads. 

Chief of- Staff’s Order.

Berlin Continues Blackouts. 


The capital, taking no chances, 
was ordering blackouts so com- 
plete that walking even a block 
in the busiest sections at night was 
difficult and occasional cigarettes 
glowed with startling brilliance. 

Searchlights occasionally cast 
beams upward and the vast defense 
organization was keyed for instant 
action.

BERLIN, Sept. 7 (AP).—The For- 
eign Office white book setting forth 
the origins of the current Euro- 
pean war disclosed that Adolf Hit- 
ler, in an effort to come to an 
agreement with England, offered a 
pact whereby Germany would re- 
spect the existence of the British 
Empire and in certain contingen-

day, stated that Hitler tn a letter 
to British Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain on Aug. 28 said he had 
fought all his life for an under- 
standing with England which hith- 
erto was impossible because “of 
the attitude of British diplomacy.”

25TH ANNIVERSARY 
OF FIRST BATTLE 
OF THE MARNE 


‘Taxicab Army Turned German 


Drive on Paris Into Gen- 
eral Retreat. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 7 (AP). — 
Twenty-five years ago today the 
first battle o fthe Marne  ap- 
proached its climax. Historians say 
today that if Germany had won 
the battle, the former Kaiser would 
be the overlord of Europe now in- 
stead of an exile in Holland. 

The battle began Sept. 5 on a 
line from the outskirts of Paris 
eastward to the French fortress of 
Verdun, The Germans, in a pell 
mell rush over Northern France, 
had dangerously stretched their 
communication and supply lines. 
There were 34 German divisions 
facing only 20 for the Allies. 

It wag then that Gen. Alexander 
von Kluck, the commander of the 
First German army—who died five 
years ago at the age of 88 — left 
his flanks exposed by pushing far 
southward toward Troyes. His 
army was nearest Paris. The mili- 
tary governor of that city, Gen. Jo 
sepb Gallieni, conceived a surpris- 
ing maneuver. Early on Sept. 8 a 
fleet of 1100 taxicabs began pour- 
ing out of the city to Nanteuil. They 
carried five men each, and many. 
cabs were reported to have made 
two trips. 

Von Kluck’s army was hit on both 
flanks. On Sept. 9 a general re- 
treat was under way, and the first 
battle of the Marne was won.

to have been closed in London and 
Paris. 

The measures taken for the de- 
fense of the city also are _ in- 
conspicuous — considering their 
scope, that is—and few troop 
movements or other military ac- 
tivities are observable. Long Red 
Cross trains stand in the yards of 
Potsdamer Station but they are 
empty and few notice them any- 
way. No wounded are visible on 
the streets and there has been no 
remarkable increase in the num- 
ber of persons wearing mourning. 
It would still be possible for a 
visitor to walk through the cen- 
ter of Berlin without knowing that 
he was in the heart of a great 
Power at war—provided the visi- 
tor could not understand German. 

France Almost Ignored, 

One of the most notable features 
of Nazi propaganda thus far is the 
extent to which it concentrates its 
attacks on England and virtually 
ignores France. From the first 
day on, England has been repre- 
sented as the archenemy and

Invasion of Belgium at Outbreak of War in 
1914 Recalled by: German Advance Into 
Poland—Cities There Familiar in News 
Again Are Centers of Military Action.

lines all over the world were 

dominated in 1914 by the name 
of Wilhelm Hohenzollern, supreme 
war lord of Imperial Germany, 
they are dominated today by the 
name of the supreme war lord of 
Nazi Germany, Adolf Hitler. 

Twenty-five years ago Wilhelm 
hurled the mighty German army 
against weak little Belgium. It 
soon overran that country, amid 
awful devastation and cruel blood- 
shed; it soon crowded King Al- 
bert’s troops into one little corner 
of their country far to the south- 
ward. The world, shocked out of 
a peace which it had almost be- 
lieved would be permanent, read, 
in awestruck horror, day by day, 
of the sufferings of Belgian cities 
in the path of Wilhelm’s invasion 
—Liege, with its brave defenders 
buried under smashed forts; Lou- 
vain, engulfed in flames; Brussels, 
echoing to the tread of thousands 
of German soldiers, marching, as 
they thought, to destroy France’s 
armies and capture France’s fair 
capital. 

Today the people of a nation far 
to the east of Belgium, bigger and 
stronger than Belgium, yet also 
weak in comparison with Germany, 
is enacting the heroic role of the 
Belgians of 1914. 

German-Russian War Recalled. 

Pitted against another German 
army, also of formidable strength 
and ruthless efficiency, the sol- 
diers of the Republic of Poland 
are battling, as Belgium battled, 
to save their fatherland from con- 
quest. And the world sees spread 
before it the names of places 
which also came into the news of 
the first world war, when Wilhelm’s 
troops were overrunning Poland, 
then a part of Imperial Russia, 
simultaneously with his attack on 
Belgium in the west. 

Foremost among those names, 
then as now, was Warsaw. Again 
newspapers are telling how it is 
being rocked by shell-fire, blasted 
by bombs, rent by explosions.

New Employes Will Watch 
for Non - Compliance 
With Overtime Pay Re- 
quirement of Act. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP).— 
Elmer F. Andrews, Wage-Hour 
Administrator, said today that 400 
new inspectors being added to the 
wage-hour field force would be in- 
structed to assist employers in com- 
plying with the overtime pay re- 
1 aia of the Labor Standards 

ct. 

“They will be instructed,” he 
said, “to watch carefully for evi- 
dence of non-compliance.” 

Field inspectors will enforce over- 
time pay requirements on the basis 
of Andrews’ ruling of last April 
that overtime must be paid in cash 
at the end of the regular pay 
period. The law requires compen- 
sation at the rate of time and one- 
half for all work in excess of 44 
hours a week. 

In ruling last April that overtime 
must be paid in cash—not time— 
at the end of regularly established 
pay periods, Andrews said: 

“Any other practice would permit 
the deferment of payment or over- 
time to such an extent that’ the 
plain purpose of the act would be 
defeated.”

A DANGEROUS SITUATION. 

At his press conference yesterday, Mr. Roosevelt 
was studiously mild and noncommittal about the 
Arms Embargo Act, which has automatically gone 
into effect, although he feels profoundly about 
this and other phases of neutrality. He had no 
announcement to make concerning the calling of a 
speeial session of Congress, though such a session is 
almost sure to be called. It was only in reply to a 
question that he pointed out that contracte for war 


materials entered into by France and Britain with 
American manufacturers are automatically canceled 
| by the coming into force of the Arms Embargo Act.

These contracts include 1400 fighting planes. 

The President's attitude was taken to mean that, 
since he had strongly urged upon Congress in July 
the need for ré-examining our neutrality legisla- 
tion and since congressional leaders had refused flat- 
“ly to do so, he would now permit public opinion to 
crystallize on the subject before renewing his re 
quest. It will be recalled that, at the famous eve- 
ning conference in the White House, when Senator 
Borah matched his sources of information about 
conditions in Europe against the sources of the 
State Department, the President emphasized that the 
responsibility for failure to act would be upon 
Messrs. Garner, Borah, et al. 

Now that the war is upon us, it is idle to. assess 
responsibility upon this person or that one; the 
fact is that, no matter how badly the President was 
into 
session and again present the issue. Nothing could 
be more illogical or more dangerous than the situa- 
tion which exists. We are forbidden to sell arms and 
munitions to the belligerents, but we can sell them 
any of the countless other types of supplies they 
need: furthermore, these can be sent in American 
ships through submarine-infested waters. 

That there will be a rush to cash in on war 
profits is perfectly obvious; the booming stock 
market is a clear signal of the expected movement 
Europeward of copper, oil, steel, leather, cotton, food 
and other things. If the Germans torpedo a west- 
bound refugee ship, what will they do to unprotected 
freighters bursting with war supplies for their ene- 
mies? They will do what they did in the World 
War. They will sink them.: And there will be an 
ensuing cry for American participation in the war. 

If the champions of the arms embargo were log- 
ical, they would favor the embargo of goods of all 
kinds. As it is, they are willing for us to furnish 
food and clothing for soldiers, and all other ne- 
cessities for fighting, yet deny the shipment of rifles, 
airplanes, shells and artillery. Ghe munitions busi- 
ness has a hideous history, but in principle it is 
no worse to furnish munitions than to furnish other 
vital supplies. 

It is about as certain as anything can be that 
no one will seriously propose embargoing all sales 
of supplies to Europe, nor is it at all inevitable 
that such sales will involve us into war. Russia, 
still flushed from the affectionate embrace with 
Germany, says she will sell to Germany and Ger- 
many’s foes as well. Sweden, Switzerland, Holland 
and other countries which remained neutral through- 
out the World War, never hesitated to exercise their 
trading rights as neutrals. 

The thing, then, for us to do is to recognize 
that commerce with Europe will continue and to 
put it on a sensible basis by the re-enactment of 
the cash-and-carry clause and its extension to arms 
and munitions. Let Europe come here with its own 
ships, pay for our products and take them away. 
That, of course, includes Germany. If Germany can 
run the Allied nava) blockade, she should be en- 
titled to buy what she pleases on our shores. 

In that way, the United States would return to 
the traditional and well-recognized policy of neutral 
nations, except for the restriction on use of our own 
ships in war commerce. That restriction would avoid 
the danger of inflaming public opinion that attacks 
upon American shipping might entail—and American 


public opinion in such matters is highly inflammable. 

The problem of remaining neutral in a conflict 
which so excites the passions and prejudices as this 
one is exceedingly difficult under the best condi- 
tions. As it is, a deliberate mischief-maker could 
not have contrived a worse trap than the present 
setup. 
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PAROLE FOR DAHER; NONE FOR SEWARD. 

Lieutenant-Governor Harris, chairman of the State 
Board of Probation and Parole, has announced a pa- 
role for Joseph Daher, life-term convict from St. 
Louis. Daher was one of four men convicted in the 
killing of Patrolman William McCormack in a hold- 
up here 10 years ago. His prison record is good, 
according to the Parole Board, and there are other 
factors which would seem to justify a parole, now 
that he has been in prison for 10 years. 

This inevitably brings up the ¢ase of James Sew- 
ard, as indeed every parole from the Missouri peni- 
tentiary does. Seward has been behind the bars 
since 1921—eight years longer than Daher. Seward 
denied that he committed the crime of which he 
was convicted. Seward was recommended for a pa- 
role by the State Penal Board six years ago. He 
was given a rehearing a year ahd a half ago. Yet 
there has been no explanation as to why he stays 
in prison when convicts more recently incarcerated 
are released.

Missouri will go on asking such questions until 
they are satisfactorily answered. 
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FOOD PRICES AND THE WAR ABROAD. 
Food prices in America have responded quickly 
to the stimulus of the war abroad, and the Depart- 
ment of Justice is prompt to announce that it is 


| making a study of possible measures to prevent 


profiteering. But a rise in the commodity price level 
has been one of the objectives of the administrda- 
tion for some tjme, and nothing drastic is likely to 
be done until there have been moderate gains. 


While the Government probes the possibility of 
using the anti-trust laws and official publicity as a 
means of preventing profiteering, there is something 
the American housewife can do to help keep prices 


down, She can resist the temptation to lay in ex- 
cessive stores of sugar, flour, lard, beans, syrup and 
other staples. For while these attempts to soften 
the blow of rising prices may help individual fami- 
lies temporarily, the ultimate effect is to make prices 
rise more rapidly. What is gained by hoarding food 
in the first piace is lost when the stock has to be re- 
plenished. 

In its efforts to protect the publie from specu- 
lative rises in food prices, the Government at this 
time has several things in its favor. There are 
great surpluses of most staples. Relaxation of the 


tariff and quota controls for sugar would help hold 
down the price of that commodity. If necessary, 
artificial crop restrictions can be relaxed in order 
to assure replenishment of supplies of wheat and 
corn. 

On the whole, we seem fairly well protected 
against any sudden transformation of our embar- 
rassing super-abundance of foodstuffs into a strin- 
gent and costly shortage. If we can restrain the 
hoarder and the predatory speculator, all should be 


well, 
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LACLEDE GOES WRONG. 

The Laclede Gas Light Co. has apparently aban- 
doned its interition to cultivate the good will of St. 
Louis. Its action in petitioning the Court to award 
it the entire sum known as an impounded fund is 
surely a defiant, unfriendly gesture. The origin of 
the fund, with attendant conferences and disputes, 
may be briefly rehearsed. 

The Laclede Gas Light Co., under the bizarre 
management of Harley Clarke and his holding- 
company gang, resisted an order to reduce its rates 
6 per cent issued by the Public Service Commis- 
sion in 1934. Following the customary procedure, it 
went into court, asked and obtained an injunction. 
It went on collecting the old schedule of rates. Pend- 
ing adjudication of the question, it has deposited in 
the custody of the Cole County Circuit Court the 
difference between its own rates and the reduced 
rates as fixed by the Public Service Commission. 
The sum of approximately $1,500,000 has thus ac- 
cumulated. It is called an “impounded fund.” 

In December, 1937, the City of St. Louis and the 
Laclede company entered into an agreement in which 
the city engaged to suspend the 6 per cent reduction 
in exchange for the company’s acceptance of a 5 per 
cent gross receipts tax, to be levied by the city. Sub- 
sequently, in August, 1938, the Public Service Com- 
mission voided this agreement. 

Meantime, Harley Clarke had floundered and sunk 
in the quicksands of his corporate manipulations, and 
there was rejoicing in St. Louis when Laclede an- 
nounced a new management of high repute whose 
purpose was to reinstate the company in the. fine 
esteem in which it was held before it was pounced 
upon, mangled and bled to death by the Chicago coy- 
otes—first, Charlie Munroe, second, Harley Clarke. 
Meantime, negotiations continued between the city 
and Laclede. 

Less than a month ago, on Aug. 15, the Public 
Service Commission approved a proposal by Laclede 
to: (a) accept the city’s gross receipts tax; (b) 
inaugurate a schedule of promotional rates, which 
would reduce the bills of large consumers, but leav- 
ing the small consumer in his historic position “on 
the spot’; (c) divide the impounded fund by re- 
turning $1,066,000 to the consumers, the company 
retaining $430,000. The plan also included a reduc- 
tion in the penalty of late payment of bills. 

The city rejected the offer, demanding that the 


Laclede’s answer to that has been filed in the Cole 
County Circuit Court, by way of a petition asking 
the Court to award all the money—every cent of the 
impounded fund—to the Laclede Gas Light Co.

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SMALL COMFORT FOR THE STRAW MAN. 

Any man, even a “straw man,” has the right to 
his day in court. This is the sense of the decree of 
the Missouri Supreme Court reversing Circuit Judge 
Robert J. Kirkwood’s order voiding the “straw man” 
sale by the Joseph F. Dickmann Real Estate Co. of 
property of the closed Savings Trust Co. of St. Louis.

When the case which it has now remandéd comes 
before it in proper form, the Supreme Court surely 
will apply its earlier dictum holding the “straw man” 
device to be a patent fraud. Meanwhile, so obvious 
and aggravated was the offense that Judge Kirk- 
wood is to be pardoned for having assumed that 
some of the usual formalities of court procedure 
could be dispensed with in passing on it.

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THE EASTERN FRONT. 

Out of the welter of confused details, charges 
and countercharges, propaganda and incomplete sto- 
ries comes the vivid account of Louis Lochner, an 
Associated Press correspondent, of a trip with the 
German army into conquered parts of Polish Silesia. 
He is the first and only foreigh newspaper man 
allowed to visit the Bastern front. 

He saw the scenes of war—dead and wounded 
soldiers, prisoners, civilians condemned‘as snipers, 
people praying and refugees with their pathetic 
worldly goods on their backs. The German troops 
showed the cold and machine-like efficiency that all 
military experts have attributed to them. Army en- 
gineers were even unloading ready-made steel bridges 
from trucks to replace dynamited spans. But of the 
desperate Poles, fighting a losing rear-guard action, 
Lochner wrote: “Sanitary kits seemed very prim- 
itive and some of the rifles looked long outdated. 
Some cartridges were corroded.” 

This recalls that military writers have said in 
the last several years that the German military 
machine was too powerful for the comparatively 
poorly equipped Poles. Hanson Baldwin, one of 
America’s foremost writers on warfare, judged the 
Polish army as possessing about 600,000 first-rate 
fighters but handicapped by politics, a slim purse, 
poor equipment and officers who think in terms of 
the loosely knit warfare of years ago instead of the 
highly integrated machine-like terms of today. Brit- 
ain’s Capt. Liddell Hart, a universally known mili- 
tary observer, expressed the same opinion in dif- 
ferent words. 

But there remains the fact that the attackers al- 
most invariably require a 3-to-1 superiority in “pow- 
er units” over the defenders if they are to stand a 
chance of success. Germany, apparently still quite 
secure on the Western front, has that superiority 
against the Poles as well as the advantage in equip- 
ment and officers. It would be rash to say the spir- 
ited Poles are on the way out, but all evidence indi- 
cates that they are steadily losing ground. Ancient

As I have heard expressed in various 
ways, Hitler has kept the German public 
solid behind him because he has almost 
always chosen for his political leitmotiv 
a theme on which all nationally minded 
Germans, that is to say the great major- 
ity of Germans, are agreed. 

He began by rearming Germany, doing 
what every German wanted done but the 
head of no previous government had dared 
to do. Next he occupied the Rhineland 
militarily, thereby getting rid of the part of 
the Treaty of Versailles which was still an- 
noying the Germans most. Then followed 
the nationally desired Anschluss with Aus- 
tria. 

The absorption of Czecho-Slovakia was an 
exception to the rule. There was no deep 
desire in the German people even to take 
in the Sudeten Germans. The protectorate 
over Moravia and Bohemia also inspired 
ho enthusiasm, although it caused no open 
criticism. But it is to be noted that Hit- 
ler sprang rapidly from that action, in 
which he did not have a special national 
backing, first to Memel, which had been 
German until 1918, and then to a field 


where he was sure to have the nation solid 


behind him—Danzig and the Corridor.

Here he was on absolutely sure ground. 
If there is one subject on which all Ger- 
mans are as one it is the “Polish Corri- 
dor.” As early as 1920, when the Socialist 
Ebert was President of Germany, I at- 
tended, as a newspaper correspondent, many 
protest meetings, mostly in the Lustgarten 
in Berlin, against “the theft of Pomerania 
and Danzig.” Time and again, during the 
life of the “Weimar” Republic, that par- 
ticular “theft” was denounced by all par- 
ties and by all classes of German citizens. 

By taking up that question and during 
six months ringing all the changes, keep- 
ing the world in a state of jitters, Hitler 
has scored one of his biggest domestic 
victories. 

The 10-year treaty Hitler had signed 
with Marshal Pilsudski has served its pur- 
pose, It kept Poland off his back until 
Germany was armed again.

“In Warsaw,” she told a 


Post-Dispatch reporter today, “I 
was fortunate to arrive just as 
the Poles were celebrating the an- 
niversary of their freedom. Al- 
though the crisis over Danzig was 
becoming intense, the theme of 
their celebration seemed to be: 
‘This is not another Munich; we 
will fight down to the last. man 
if war is thrust upon us.’ 

“When I came to Danzig, Hitler 
had just filled the city with his 
soldiers. They were disguised as 
policemen, bu‘ obviously they were 
veterans from the German armv. 
These soldiers were everywhere, and 
always active, rushing about the 
city on missions which I naturally 
did not understand. Army equip- 
ment was being transported to and 
from East Prussia, on trucks that 
kept the streets busy. 

Tank Traps in Danzig. 

“T saw the tank traps the Ger- 
mans had erected in Danzig, and 
those the Poles had put up in the 
Corridor. The German traps were 
concrete blocks of grotesque shapes, 
and the Polish ones were steel rails 
embedded in concrete at fantastic 
angles. There was always a clear 
path through the traps, but traffic 
had to be directed to take sharp 
turns, as if it were going through 
a labyrinth. 

“There was no question in my| 
mind, and I think others agree, 
that Danzig gave the impression of 
a 100 per cent German city. In the 
port of Gdynia, however—which 
has a fine harbor and struck me as 
a model city—the majority of citi- 
zens were Poles. 

“After leaving Danzig I stayed in 
Berlin with a private family, heai- 
ed by a man employed by the Ger- 
man Ministry of Propaganda. He 
was an intelligent man, but he cer- 
tainly was sold on Hitler. 

“Naturally, living with that fam- 
lily, I heard all favorable and nice 
things about Hitler. Everyone in| 
the circles in which the family' 
moved seemed well fed and happy, | 
and they were wining and dining 
as usual, 

“Heil Hitler” in Nurnburg. 

“One day I was taken to Nurn- 
burg, which, I believe, is the Nazi 
headquarters of the nation. There 
it was impossible to miss the gay 
spirit of the Nazis. Every time 
you picked up a phone the greeting 
was ‘Heil Hitler,’ and those were 
the first words spoken in the shops 
before any business was transacted. 

“The attitude of these people 
seemed to be: ‘We want peace and 
we don’t want war, but we do want 
Danzig.’ They were very de- 
termined on this; it was all they 
talked about.” 

Although the Germans apparently 
believed that Hitler was about to 
win another bloodless victory 
through diplomatic channels, Mrs. 
Jenkins found that the French were 
taking a much more grim view. 
Her train from the French border 
to Paris was so crowded with sol- 
diers and their equipment that she 
had to stand, and air-raid precau- 
tions had begun in earnest. 

“This trip was made at night,” 
she recalled. “Still there was only

Baked Beans, Grilled Chicken, 
or Loaf Make Good Picnic 
Beginning.

The good old-fashioned picnic of 
sandwiches, hard-boiled eggs, heavy 
cake and lemonade is a thing of 
the past. Picnic goers today feel 
cheated unless a hot dish of some 
kind is included in the al fresco 
méal, 

If you like cooking your meal in 
the open, a grill of some kind is & 
great help.. On the other hand, if 
your appetite has the well-known 
edge and is ready for food as soon 
as the picnic spot is reached, ready 
to serve hot dishes are best. 

Here is a selection of hot foods 
which are excellent for the picnic 
menu. Chick peas, sometimes 
called Mexican or pinto beans, may 
be purchased at Italian groceries. 
If you fail to find them, you may 
substitute navy or pea beans. 

Mexican Beans. 

Two and one-half pounds dried 
pinto beans (chick peas). 

Two teaspoons fat. 

One medium onion, chopped. 

One clove garlic, minced, 

One teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon prepared mustard. 

One-half teaspoon black pepper. 

One pound ground meat (one 
fourth pound salt pork, three 
fourths pound fresh pork). 

One teaspoon chili powder (or to 
taste). 

One and one-half cups tomatoes. 

Three bay leaves. 

Wash and soak beans over night; 
drain; cover with hot water and 
boil gently for 25 minutes. Make 
five or six small flat meat cakes 
from part of the meat. Brown the 
onions, garlic and meat cakes in the 
melted fat. Remove from pan and 
brown the rest of the meat. Add 
the flour, salt, bay leaves, pepper, 
chili powder, tomatoes, mustard, 
onions and garlic to meat mixture, 
Combine with beans and pour into 
well greased casserole. Add water 
or tomato juice, if necessary, to 
cover beans. Place meat cakes on 
top and bake at 275 degrees for 
three hours. Serves six. 

I have nothing against sand- 
wiches per se for a picnic, but they 
must have character. Here’s a loaf 


sandwich filling: 

One-half pound package’ Ameri- 
can cheese, 

Four hard cooked eggs. 

Six small sweet pickles, chopped. 

One small onion, chopped. 

Dash cayenne. 

Allow cheese to stand at room 
temperature until softened. Force 
through coarse sieve. Mash yolks 
of eggs with fork. Chop whites. 
Add eggs, pickles, onions and cay- 
enne to cheese and blend thorough- 
ly. Press in buttered mold. Chill 
thoroughly. Remove to small plat- 
ter and slice, 

Picnic Chicken. 

Three small broilers, quartered. 

One pint olive oil. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Four bay leaves. 

Four cloves garlic, sliced. 

One teaspoon dried marjoram. 

One teaspoon black pepper. 

Mix the dry ingredients with the 
oil. Marinate the chicken in the 
mixture over night. Take to picnic 
and broil over hot coals,

Benjamin Gitlow Tells Dies 
Committee of Diamonds 
and Jewelry Sent From 
Russia. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP).— 
Benjamin Gitlow, former. general 
secretary of the Communist party 
in the United States, told the Dies 
Committee today that the party’s 
early activities had been subsidized 
by diamonds and jewelry from 
Moscow which were converted into 
cash. 

He testified that the diamonds 
and jewelry came to the United 
States soon after the first two 
branches of the party were formed 
in 1919. 

Since then, he said, “Moscow, 
through .the Communist Interna- 
tional, has been supporting” party 
activities. Funds were sent to this 
country to support. the Communist 
party, to finance trips of trade un- 
ion leaders to Moscow and to fi- 
nance organization of a party in 
Latin-America, he declared.

He never bucked the system even 
though it called for bribery and ex- 
tortion at first, then murder and tor- 
ture before it led him to jail. That 
was the secret of his “success,” says 
Dixie Davis in this, the third of a 
series of articles by the “kid mouth- 
piece’’ of the mob that ruled New 
York’s underworld, 


HE white limestone trim was

York early in 1930 opened a new 
magistrate’s court and jail in West 
15ist street, to administer justice to 
minor offenders, mostly Negroes 
from Harlem. That place certainly 
did dirty up fast. 

All the old scurvy gang moved in 
from the old court, bringing the 
old, old system with them—the 
same jailers, clerks, cops and shy~- 
sters, the same Tammany magis- 
trates, the same bail bondsmen. 

The bondsmen ran the works; 
they had everything sewed up. 
They had most of the cops, the jail- 
ers and their own runners all on 
the alert. The moment & man was 
pinched, if he had money, some 
bondsmen had the hooks on him. 
With their monopoly, the bondsmen 
decided which lawyers should make 
a living. Often enough the bonds- 
men decided who should go to jail 
and who should go free—if there 
was money enough to put in a fix. 
It was dirty business. 


I was relatively spotless myself 
when that court opened, too poor 
for anything but virtue. I was a 
kid from the Catskill Mountains. 
Somehow I had scratched myself 
an education, and now I was 25 and 
a member of the bar, wearing a $20 
suit with shiny pants and still 
starving. 


If someone had offered me a job 
downtown, I might well have 
turned into a respectable member 
of the Bar Association, figuring out 
ways for corporations to evade the 
law. I would have been good at 
that, for I was not dumb. In law 
school I was too poor to buy books, 
but I soon quit worrying about 
that. I found I could sail right 
through without them. 


As things were, the new Magis- 
trate’s court seemed to spell oppor- 
tunity. I rented an office across 
the street and I was so innocent 
I actually expected to get business 
just by having my name painted 
on the wMdow. Also I got the new 
Tammany Assemblyman from the 
district to share the office; for 
surely he would bring in clients. 
In three months we didn’t get a 
ease, couldn’t pay the rent, and 
had to give up the office. 

I still hung around the court, 
having nothing else to do. I had 
met a few people. I thought I 
might get a lucky break. For an 
office I took over a public tele- 
phone booth just inside the Court- 
house door. There was a little 
bench in there where I could sit, 
any if anybody had private mat- 
ters to discuss he could stick his 
head inside. I was so small, and 
I became so skillful, that I could 
take a big man right into the booth 
with me and shut the door.

WO years later I signed a lease 
Tec: the whole thirty-ninth floor of 

a skyscraper office building near 
Times Square. I had licked that 
Police Court monopoly, made it my 
own, and turned the work over to 
my assistants. I had bigger fish 
to fry. 

I had an apartment on West End 
avenue for my parents, while I 
lived in a penthouse on Central 
Park West with a closetful of $165 
suits. I maintained a suite in the 
Mayflower Hotel in Washington, 
where thirsty politiclans ran my 
bills up to $300 a week. 

I had married, but inattentively, 
and every month or 80 I had a new 
sweetheart among the girls on 
Broadway. I dripped money in the 
night clubs, I was the swing-time 
version of the Horatio Alger hero 
and I went from rags to riches in 
hot Harlem style. 


I had become the personal law- 
yer of Dutch Schultz, the best 
known racketeer in New York.

N those days, when people still be- 

lieved the stock market was just 
playing dead, when it Was incon- 
ceivable that Mayor Jimmy Walker 
was really through, when prohibi- 
tion was in its last feverish ex- 
hilaration. 

Dutch Schultz was a man of vi- 
sion. I remember a time when 
he was reading about the Russian 
revolution, and his eyes glistened 
as he told me how the Bolsheviks 
had taken over the gold from the 
Government bank. “Those guys 
are just like me,” he said. “They're 
just a mob, If I’d been there with 
my mob I could have taken over, 
just like they did. But over here,” 
he added sadly, “the time isn’t ripe 
yet.” 

We had big ideas, all right. Cer- 
tainly I knew I was hot stuff. I 
could outsmart just about anybody. 
I never thought anybody would out- 
smart me, at least not to the point 
of putting me in prison. 

Soon after I opened my office 
in the telephone booth, my lucky 
break came walking along in the 
form of an old, withered Irish 
woman, who told me her troubles. 
Four days before, the cops had 
taken her Son away, but now she 
could find no trace of him, The 
bondsmen had missed the case, for 
there was no smell of money to it. 

I took the old lady in tow and wé 
went down to the Supreme Court 
and got out a writ of habeas corpus 
against the police. Sure enough, 
they had the boy without a shred 
of evidence, and they hadn't «0 
much as put his name on the biot- 
ter, The Judge was indignant and 
turned him loose, 

The clerk of Our court had been 
touched by the old lady’s plight, 
and when he heard about this he 
was 80 tickled he asked one of the 
pondsmen to give me @ chancs to 
show my stuff. 

This bondsman, whose name wae 
Ike, tossed me a couple of cases. I 
won them, and he gave me §40 
each. Later I found that Ike had 
collected a $25 lawyet’s fee for each 
of these cases, and I certainly 
squawked. He explained he had 
just been trying me out, and raised 
me to $12.60, 

I worked with him for a while 
on @ 50-50 basis. Later I got his 
share down to 30 per cent, never 
less. The basic secret of my later 
suceess was that I never tried to 
buck the system. Bondsmen 
brought me business and always 
got their split, |

Perhaps you know how the gamé 
works.
